LETTERS ©PON FRENCH INFLUENCE. 
No. IL. 
To the People of the United States. 

Previously to an investigation of the origin 
and character of what has been deemed by the 
writer, incommon with a great proportion of 
his countrymen, to be the influence of a FEAR 
or Fravce, if nothing worse operating upon 
the executive and legislative departments of the 
government of the United States, several intro- 
ductory, explanatory, and incidental points, nat- 
urally claim consideration and demand attention. 

This course is rendered the more indispensa- 
ble by the peculiar situation of the writer of 
these papers. 

The-constitutional power of the president of 
of the U. S.to impose upon the representatives 
of the people, and the right of the majority, 
of those representatives to impose upon the mi- 
nority perpetual injunction of secrecy, in relation 
to matters of great national concern, will form 
the first subject of examination. 

The constitution of the United States, politi- 
cally speaking, should be regarded with holy 
reverence. It is the most illustrious of all the 
monuments of iuman wisdom. Pva‘ro, Aris- 
ToTLe, Cicero, and others, whose names are 
written on the list of the wisest men of ancient 
times, did but dare to dream of even a faint out 
line of our present political system. Could the 
genius and the greatness of the present age have 
been so far anticipated, as to have preserted to 
the view of these sages, a general idea of the 
Amcricat: constitution, they would at once have 
prenounced the system too pure and perfect ev- 
er to fall, in practice, to the lot of human no- 
ture. They would have declared that it was 
the vision of atheorist or a set of theorists; 
great and magnificent, but delusive and imprac- 
ticable. 

In paying the tribute of his highest homage 
to the wisdom of the authors, and the excellence 
of tiie character, of the constitution of his coun- 
try, the writer must again stop for one moment 
to: impress upon the minds of his readers the. 
sincerity of his present attachment to that glori- 
ous instrument. Kt cannot be concealed that he 
was once an anti-constitutionalist, in other words, 
a French partisan. No one should blush to re- 
collect the errors of youth when those errors re- 
sulted from purity of principle, and the most ar- 
dent wishes fur ule happiness of the whole hu- 
cherished, when those errors have been discard. 
ed from reflection and experience. In political 
science at least, never to have erred is never to 
be wise, for political wisdom is’ not inherent m 
our nature. Experience cannot develope it, but 
must create it, ever in the strongest and sound- 
est minds. The writer knows that not only ma- 
ny of the youth of our country, but some of the 
age’l alse, have abandoned the strange dreams 
of the revolutionists of France, from a perfect 
conviction of their futility and folly. We bail- 
ed with joy the opening dawn of what was fan- 
cied to be the coming day of human perteetion. 
We were among the wilttest of alb wild euthu- 
siasts. Compared with the purity of French de- 
mocracy, the constitution of aur own Republic 
was deemed a corrupt mass of aristocracy. Jef- 

ferson was. believed tobe abetter and a grea- 
ter man than Washington. These recollections 
indeed can be connected with no pleasant emo- 
tions. Jetierson and Washington ! Compare the

If it exists at all, it must 
be sought for elsewhere.

SPEECH. 


Gentlemen of the Council, 

Ah. Speaker and : 

Gentlemen of the Rouse of Representatives. 

I am once more called by the public suffrage 
to the office of chicf magistrate of this State. 
The opportunities Fhave long had to-compare 
myself with others of pre-eminent abilities with 
whom Ehave been assvciated in public lite, have, 
I trust, effectaally taught me to form a mode- 
rate estimate of my own telents and acquire- 
ments; and hence to conclude, that the Legis- 
lature have placed me in tis honorable station 
to remunerate me for a life of welLintended anid 
faithful services, by an unequivocal proof of 
their confidence in my Zeal to promote the pub- 
lic good ; and also to demonstrate the respect 
which ihey bear to their own habits of advan- 
cing public functionaries, by a regular grada- 
tion of office, where cogent reasons to the con- 
trary are not seen to exist. Asa mark of public 
approbation I consider this appointment of in- 
estimable value. But, descending, as I am, in- 
to the vale of years, being one year advanced 
beyond my grand climacteric, an age which in- 
vites repose, rather than labour, and the sweets 
of retirement rather than the bustle of public 
lite ; at a period too, when the European nations, 
are shaken to their foundations, and the skirts 
of the storm which agitates them hare reached 
these hitherto peaceful shores, and threaten to 
involve us in the hike catastrophe, I am far from 
certain that it will add to my enjoyments. Suf- 
fice it to say, that duty to myself and family, and 
gratitude and respect to my fellow-sitizens and 
the public, have induced my acceptance of the 
trust. 

Having from early life been called to act, in 
various siatiwns, under the public eye, my con- 
duct, in those stations, must have been general- 
ly known, and is the most unexceptionable com- 
ment on the principles from which it has ori- 
ginated. On this account, therefore, and be- 
cause the Chief Magistrate of this State, as a 
member of the Legislature, “ hich has the whole 
power of appointments to office, is no more than 
the first among equals, it may be the less neces- 
sary, to develope the principles which I deem 
correct, in such appointments and in the gene- 
ral administration of the government. Still, it 
muy not be unsuitable, en this occasion, briefly 
to recognize some of those principles. 

The magistrate, or ruling power, will culti- 
vate a deep conyc:tion, that he acts by a delega- 
ted authority from Goo the fountain of power, 
and consequently is bound to exercise it tor the 
honor of Gov and the good of men. He will, 
therefore, pursuc the public interest with undi- 
vided attention—feel and act as the common fa- 
ther of the people—reverenee and support the 
institutionsof religion and learning, tie great 
pillars of rational liberty—Give energy to the 
laws against all such as would subvert them— 
guard the rights of private property and per- 
sonal security; as well by providing empioy- 
ment for the poor, and so removing tempiations 
to invade them, as inthe punishment of crimes 
* when committed—encourage enterprise and the 
arts, and enrica the State by aiding the opera- 
uons of general industry. That the State may 
avail itself of the expericnce of-its servants, and 
that the sphere of competition may be so con- 
tracred, as not to endanger the public peace, it 
is doubtless expedient, to continue in office such 
vificers of government, whose duties are little 
atiected by questions of general policy, to what- 
ever party they may attach themselves, so long 
as they faithfully discharge their official duties. 
But, in case of Legislators, or public functiona- 
ries, Whose duties consist in deciding and mana- 
ging questions of State, which are the great sub- 


jects of party dissentions, they who have the 
AES Or wp per earerny GAMUT wWiLuourt incurring 


the charge of inconsistency, exercise it, so as 
not to advance, most effectually, their respec- 
tive systems. 

It is scarcely suppesable that the majority of 
a people in any state, can seek its destruction as 
a direct object ; and yet, it has sometimes hap- 
pened, that a majority has, for a time, embraced 
error for truth, and mistaken the means of its 
subversion, for the means of its prosperity. 
Nothing can ‘be more dangerous than sucha | 
state of things, where patriecism, if snch it may 
be called, more than even enmity itself will Lur- 
ry the state to-the verge of ruin. Zcai for the 
public service will impel such a majority to de- 
prive their opponents of all power and influence, 
andeffectually to suppress the voice of reason 
and of truth. How important is it, then, that 
the majority in a state, who are subject to Gop 
alone, examine with impartial scrutiny the na- 
ture of the measures they adopt, since whe ef- 
fect of measures on the community will result 
from their nature, and not frem the motives 
which produce them. 

That the principles: and habits which, from 
the beginning, have formed the citizens of this. 
state, and which continue to predominate in 
our public concerns are founded in justice and 
true policy, is demonstrated by their umform 
efvect on the state of society, in all its vicissi- 
tudes in peace and war. And we have every 
reasan for congratulation, that, asa State, we 
are inno immediate danger from the dreams of 
a visionary and impious philosophy, which, by 
poisoning the fountains of truth, have subjected 
continental Europe to the will of a master. 

With respect to new appointments, it will be 
impossible for the appointer not to prefer one 
who, in his opinion, has correct views of gene- 
ral policy, provided he possesses other quairtica- 
tions, i an equal degree, with a competitor 
who has not. If this peinciple should be thought 
broad enough to justify appointments of men 
addicted to a partial interest, when-ihe appoin- 
ter should embrace such interest, it may be suf- 5 
ficient to observe, that, though tie evil be una- 
voidable, nothing can justify the assumption of 
error for truth; er, the substitution of a partial, 
im place of a general, interest; or, any measure 
resulting from such a fatal perversion of princi- 
ple. ‘Khe magistrate, however, while his opin- 
ion of duty will compel him to make these dis- 
tinctions, in appoint.nents to office, will, as far 
as possibile, secure tothem alitheir perfect rights; | 
and will embrace all with paternal atiection, who 
reverence the laws, and faithfully discharge 
their essential duties, without ammadverting, 
too severely, on opinions of policy different from 
his own. 

The great defect in a government like ours, 
the basis of which is laid im popular clections, 
consists in the wide scope it gives to the reign 
of the passions. These are ofien blown into fu- 
ry, by unose who seck-to raise themselves into 
notice in the confusion wineh they produce. 
Hence the importaace of a constant effort of the 
Wise and good, and especially ot Urose Who aic 
called to act in public stations, to moderate thei 
rage, or, to divert them upon objects, Where 
they may spend themselves without injury to 
the body politic 

In such a government, there is not a mor 
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but nethutg more.

on them to comment in sucha way upon the 
proceedings of that house, and the Parliamen- 
tary conduct of its members. He therefore 
moved, that John Gale Jones, for ins offence, be 
committed to his Majesty’s gaol of Newgate. 

Shortly afierwards, Mr. York appeared pre- 

ared to offer Mr. Dean’s petition, and present- 
ed it to the house. 

The pe ition having been read, Mr. Dean, the 

printer, Was then called to the bar, and the 
Speaker having recapitulated ta him the nature 
and circumstances of his ottence ; told him, that 
in consideration of his demeanour yesterday yand 
the peculiar circumstances of fis case, it Was 
the pleasure of the house that he should be dis- 
charged without fees ; and he was discharged 
accordingly. 
(On the 12th of March, Sir Francis Burdett, 
after denying th. right the Heuse of Commons 
had to commit Mr. Jones, moved that he be dis- 
charged—but this motion was negatived, by a 
majority of 139.] 
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SIR FRANCIS BURDETT. 
The following extraordinary publication appear- 
ed in Cobbett’s Register of Saturday last: 

Sir Francis Burdett to his constituents ; deny- 
ing the power of the House of Communes to imprison 
the people of England. 

Gentlemen—The House of Commons having 
passed a vote, which amounts to a declaration 
tha. an order of theirs is t» be of more weight 
than Magna Charta and the laws of the Jand, I 
think it my duty to lay my sentiments thereon 
betore mv ‘constituents, whose character ss free- 
men, and even Whose personal satety, depends 
in so great a degree, upon the decision of this 
question—a question of no less importance than 
this: whether our iiberty be still to be secured 
by the laws of our forefathers, or be to lie at 
the absolute mercy of a part of our fellow-sub- 
jects collected together by means which it is 
not necessary for me to describe. 

In order to give to this subject all the atten- 
tion to which it is entitled, and to avoid the dan- 
ger to be apprehended trom partial views and 
personal teeling, it will be advisable to argue 
the question on its own merits, putung the indi- 
vidual (however we may deplore his present sut- 
ferings) out of view ; though, at the same Une, 
every man ought to consider the case his own; 
because should the principle upon which the 
genticmen of theFouse otCommons have thought 
proper to act in this instance, be once admitted, 
jt is impossible tor any one to conjecture how 
soon he himself may be summoned from his 
dwelling, and be hurried without irial, and with- 
out oath made against him,from the bosom of 
his family into the clutches ofa jailor. It is, 
therefore, now the time to resist the doctrine 
upon which Mr. Jones has been sent to New- 
gaic; or, it is high time to cease all pretensions 
to thase liberties, which were acquired by our 
foref hers, afier so many struggles and so many 
saci tfices 

Bither the House of Commons is authorised 
to dispense with the laws of the land, or it is 
not. If the constitution be of so delicate a tex- 
ture, so weak a frame, so fragile a substance, 
that it is to be only spoken of in terms of adimi- 
ration, and to be viewed mereiy as a piece of 
curious but unprofitable workmanship; if Mag- 
na Charta, and all the wholesome laws of Eng- 
land, be a dead letter ; in that case the affirma- 
tive of the proposition may be admitted : but if 
the constitution lives, and is applicable to its 
end, namely, the happiness of the community, 
the perfect security of the life, liberty and prop- 
erty of each member, and all the members of 
the society, then the affirmative of the propos:- 
tion can never be admitted; then must we be 
freemen; for we need no better security, no 
more powerful protection for our rights an:. lib- 
erties than the laws and constitution. We seek 
for, and we need seek for, nothing new. We 
ask for no more than what our foretathers in- 
sisted upon as their own; we ask for no more 
than what they bequeathed unto us ;—we ask 
for no more than what they, in the Testament 
which some of them had sealed, and which the 
rest of them were reacly to seal with their blood 
expressly declared to be “ the birth-right of the 
people of England,,” namely, “ rue Laws or 
EncLanp.” Tothese laws we have a right to 
look with confiderce tor security : to these laws 
the individual now imprisoned has, through me, 
upplied for redress in vain Those who have 
imprisoned him, have refused to listen to my 
Voice, weak! expressing the strong principles 
of the law, the undeniable claims of this Eng- 
lishman’s “ dirth-right.” Your voice may come 
With more foree, may command greater respect ; 
and Tam not without hope that it may prove if- 
Tesistible, if it proclaim to {this House of Com- 
mous, in the same tone as the tongues of our 
ancestors proclaimed to the kings of old, * Mo- 
lunus Leges Angliae Mutati :? or, in our own 
More clear and not less torcible language, THE 
LAWs oF ENGLAND SHALL. NOT BE CHAN- 
SEp,.” 

Yhe principle, fellow-citizens, for which we 
we now comending, is the same principle for 
which the people of England have contended 
from the earliest ages, and their giorious success 
IN which contests are NOW upon record in the 
great charter of our rights and liberties, and in 
divers other subsequent statutes of scarcely less 
importance. It was this same great principle, 
Which was again attacked by Charles the First, 
WW the measure of Ship-Money, when again the 
people of England, and uncorrupted House of 
Commons, renewed the contest, a contest which 
ended Nihe ywprissement, ihe trial, the con- 


demnation, and the execution of that ili advised 
Wig. ‘Ihe selisame principle it was, that was 
80 Garinvly <ioiaied by bis son James the se- 
pe ul; fox Which violation be was compelted to 
flee from the ‘ust indignation of the peerte, who

wisdom ; for talk as long as we will about werd 
liberties, franchises, privileges, immunities, o!' 
what avail are any, or all of these together, ou: 
persons Can, at the sole will and commind of 
any man, or set of men, be seized on, thrown 
mto prison, and there kept during the pleasure 
of that man or set of men? If every one of you 
be liable at any time, to be sent to jail without 
trial, and without oath made against you, and 
there to be detained as long as it pleases the 
parties sending you there (perhaps to the end of 
your life) without any court to appeal to, with- 
out any Means of redress, if this be the case, 
shall we still boast of the laws and of the liber. 
ties of England ? Volumes have been written by 
Foreigners as well as by our own countrymen 
in praise of that part of our law, which in so ad- 
mirable a manner, provides for our personal 
safety against any attacks of men in power.— 
This has indeed, been, in ail ages, the pride of 


principle which enabled us to escape that bon- 
dage, in which all the States and Kingdoms in 
Europe were enthralled, by abandoning and 
yielding it up; and we may be assured, tha: if 
we now abandon it, the bright days of England's 
glory will sit in the night of her disgrace. 

But, f would fain believe that such is not to be 
our fate. Our forefathers made stern grim visa- 
ged prerogative hide his head: they broke in 
pieces his sharp and massy sword. And shall 
we their sons, be afraid to enter the lists wich 
undefined privilege, assuming the powers of pre- 
rogative ? 

[shall be told, perhaps, that there is not 
much danger of this power very frequently exer- 
cised. The same apology may be made for 
the exercise of any power whatever. I do 
not suppose that the gentlemen of the House of 
Commons will send any of you to jeil, when 
you do not displease them. Mr. Yorke did not 
move for the sending of Mr. Jones to jail, un- 
til Mr. Jones displeased him; bui, it is not a ve- 
ry great compliment to pay to any constitution 
to say, that it does not permit a man to be im- 
prisoned, unless he has done something to dis- 
please persons in power. It would be difficult, 
ishould suppose, to find any man upon earth, 
however despotic his disposition, who would 
not be contented with the power of sending 
to prison, during his pleasure, every one who 
should dare to do any thing to displease him. 
Besides, when Lam told, that there is little dan 
ger tuat the gentlemen in the House of Com- 
mons will often exercise this power, I cannot 
help observing, that, though the examples inay 
be few, their effects will, naturaily, be great 
and general. At this moment, it is true, we 
see but one man actually in jail for having dis- 
pleased those gentlemen, but, the fate of this 
one man, (as it is the eftect of all punishments) 
will deter others fram expressing their opin- 
ions of the conductMbf those who have had the 
powers to punish him. And, moreover, it is in 
tie nature of ail power, and especially of assurn- 
ed and undefined power, to increase as it ad- 
vances inage; and as Magna Charta and tke 
law of the land have not been sutlicient to pro- 
tect Mr. Jones, as we have seen him sent to 
jail for having described the conduct of one of 
the members, as an outrage upon public feeling, 
what security have we, unless this power of 1n- 
prisonment be given up, that we shall not see 
other men sent to jail for stating their opinion 
respecting Rotten Boroughs, respecting Place- 
men and Pensioners sitting in the House; or in 
short, for making any declaration, giving any 
opinion, stating any fact, betraying any feeling, 
whether by writing, by word of mouth, or by 
gesture, which may displease any of the gen- 
tlemen assembled in St. Stephen’s Chupel ? 

Then again as tothe kind of punishment ; 
why should they stop at sending persons to jail? 

If they can send who they please to jail; if thes 
can keep the persons, so sent, in jail, as long 
as they please, if they can set their prisoners 
free at the end of the first hour, or keep them 
confined for seven years; if, in short, their ab- 
solute will is to have the force of law, what se- 
curity can you have that they will stop at impri- 
sonment / If they have the absolute power of 
imprisoning and releasing, why may they not 
send their prisoners to York Jail, as well as to 
a jail in London? Why not confine men in soli- 
tary cells, or load them with chains and bolts ? 
They have not gone these lengths yet, but what 
is there to restrain them, if they are to be sole 
judges of the extent of their powers without any 
controul, and without leaving the parties whom 
they chose to punish, any mode of redress. 

That a power such as this should exist in any 
country, it is lamentable to be obliged to be- 
lieve ; but that it should be suffered to exist, 
and that its existence should be openly and even 
boasttully avowed in a country whose chief g!o- 
ry has been its free constitution of government, 
is something too monstrous to be believed, if 
the proof were not before our eyes. Had the 
least ‘doubt hung upon my mind of the illegality 
of the proceedings in the present case, it would 
have been altogether removed by the answers 
given to the references made by me the great 
luminaries of our law, and the laws themselves. 
The argument, by whicli I endeavored to con- 
vince the gentlemen of the House of Commons, 
that their acts, in the case of Mr. Jones, were il- 
legal, I shall now lay before you, in a more full 
and connected way than it could possibly be 
done by the parlamentary reporters, and in do- 
ing this, I shall do all that now remains in my 
power, towards the correction of this as | deem 
it, Most enormous abuse of power, and most 
dangerous of all encronciiments upon che rights 
and liberties of Englisuinen.—L remain, gentie-
